E. SAN FRANCISCO: THE PROGRAM SHOULD INCLUDE A VISIT TO THE 
UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA AT BERKELEY, PARTICULARLY THE SLAVIC 
LITERATURE DEPARTMENT UNDER PROFESSOR CZESLAW MILOSZ. 
ADDITIONALLY, A FELLOW JOURNALIST FROM THE KULTURA STAFF, WIKTOR 
OSIATYNSKI, IS STUDYING AT STANFORD UNIVERSITY, DEPARTMENT OF

INCLUDING FRANCES FORD COPPELA AND MARION PUZO, GLOWACKI HAS 
REQUESTED AN INTERVIEW WITH DIRECTOR SAM PECKINPAH, IF THIS

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G. FOLLOWING CALIFORNIA, WE SUGGEST A PROGRAM OF TRAVEL AND MEETINGS
